More athletes brave high-risk adventures

As new sports equipment becomes 
available, more athletes brave the 
obstacles of high-risk sports to get a 
thrill. 

“We’ve seen sort of a steady 
increase over the past few years,” said 
Sergeant Dave Bennett, a member of 
a search and rescue team. Bennett 
attributes the growth to the population 
increase and the increased popularity 
and availability of high-risk sports. 

“There was little, if any, bungee 
jumping ten to 15 years ago,” said 
Darhl M. Pedersen, professor of psy- 
chology. The development of the 
bungee cord made new high-risk 
sports possible. 

“As high-risk sports are both glam- 
orized and make more available, more 
people are more likely to participate,” 
Pedersen said. “We see it glamorized 
on television and in other media.” 

High-risk sports will always be 
more dangerous than other sports 
because by definition they are haz- 
ardous. They often entail overcoming 
challenges that seem life threatening. 

The thrill and challenge of overcom- 
ing the obstacle is a validation of a 
person’s existence, Pedersen said. 

“We all gain confidence and a sense 
of who we are by overcoming life’s 
challenges,” Pedersen continued. “It’s 
just that risk takers expose themselves 


to risks at an inordinate level.” 

“It’s the adrenaline that you get 
when you’re in high-risk situations,” 
said rock climber Joe Brinton, a 
senior from Draper majoring in geolo- 


While these sports are risks, they are 
not as dangerous as many people per- 
ceive, said Cameron Webb, an 
employee of The Rock Garden. 

“There is a risk in high-risk sports, 
but it’s not as great as the public 
thinks,” Pedersen said. 

“All the public hears about are the 
accidents,’ Webb said. 

Bennett said there are on an average 
only two to three rock climbing 
deaths a year. 

“We find a lot of people who get 
themselves injured don’t have the 
proper training and they’re not wear- 
ing the proper equipment,” Bennett 
said. 

As high-risk sports become more 
established and popular they will 
become safer. Athletes can learn from 
the experience of other people. 

“At their inception high-risks sports 
are very dangerous because proce- 
dures, training, and equipment had 
not been developed,” Pedersen said. 

Pedersen, who specializes in sports 
psychology, said the first jump is the 
most frightening and difficult. With 
more participation, the sport becomes 
easier and less cf an adrenaline rush. 

“Thrill seekers, as they participate 


more, expose themselves to greater 
danger,” Pedersen said. “It has an 
almost addictive nature.” 

As high-risk sports become more 
popular, there is the potential that ath- 
letes will take unwarranted risks in 
seeking a new thrill. 

Pedersen outlined the personality 
profile that is associated with high- 
risk sport participation. High-risk 
sport fanatics tend to be risk takers 
who like to achieve. They have a 
sense of internal control and believe 
that rewards are the result of their 
own behavior. i 

“They tend to be macho people who 
are somewhat unconventional,” 
Pedersen said. 

These athletes like to test the norms 
of society and draw attention to them- 
selves. They are carefree and less 


anxious about life’s events. Tae 


There is some evidence, Pedersen 
said, that first-born children-and 
females are less likely to participate 
in high-risk sports. It is a cultural con- 
dition that they are usually taught to 
be more responsible and sedentary. 

“Male hormones are likely to pro- 
duce more aggressive and risk taking 
behaviors,” Pedersen said. 

With increased popularity and tech- 
nology, male and female participation 
will increase. The risks taken may be 
greater, but Pedersen foresees the

Enthusiasts look for more in extreme sports

The three words extreme sportspeople use when 
describing sport meccas are higher, longer and larg- 
Ge 

Whether it is higher rocks for rock climbing, 
longer trails for mountain biking or larger rapids for 
river rafting, people involved in extreme sports 
seem to agree that bigger is better. 

Douglas Hansen, store owner of Hansen 
Mountaineering in Orem, said one of the best places 
for rock climbing is Yosemite National Park in 
California. 

“It (Yosemite) has a heavy concentration of gran- 
ite rock,” he said. “Some faces are literally 3,000 
feet straight up.” 

One cliff at Yosemite, El] Capitan, is world- 
renown, Hansen said. 

“El Capitan has large, high granite faces, a reason- 
ably good climate and easy access,” he said. 

Granite is one of the better rocks to climb, Hansen 
said, because “it is a clean rock, a solid rock and it’s 
aesthetically pleasing.” 

However, Hansen said his favorite place to go 
rock climbing is Little Cottonwood Canyon, since 
it’s not as crowded as other popular places like 
Yosemite. 

When rock climbing, “I just like to feel like I’m 
the only guy that’s ever been there, and the only 
guy that’s there then,” he said. 

Moab is the best place for mountain biking, said 
Jon Bever, cycling sales lead at REI. 

“Tt’s (Moab) a destination spot for a lot of cyclists 
around the world,” he said. “When people think 
about mountain biking, they think about Moab.” 

Bever said one of the best things about mountain 
biking in Moab is the Slick Rock area, which has 
“miles and miles of rolling hills of sandstone.” 

Riding on sandstone gives mountain bikers good 
traction while going up steep areas, Bever said. 

“Tt’s (the Slick Rock area) like an amusement park 
for mountain bikers,” he said. 

The Colorado River is one of the best rivers for 
river rafting, said Mike Hughes, president of Adrift 
Adventures in Moab.

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Anasazi adventure helps youth grow

With a cup, canteen, blanket, 
string, an army issue sleeping bag 
cover (that doubled as my back 
pack), socks and a change of under- 
wear, I left the hot Phoenix valley 
and headed for the Northern 
Arizona wilderness. 

This was my trial week with the 
Anasazi Foundation, a rehabilitation 
program founded by Ezekiel 
Sanchez and Larry Olsen, based in 
Mesa, Ariz., for troubled teens 
nationwide. 

I thought I was in great shape for 
this adventure; after all, I rode my 
bike over 100 miles a week and ran 
regularly. 

I was wrong. 

In order to get to the group of girls 
I was to spend the next eight days 
with, we drove three hours on the 
highway, two hours four-wheeling 
in an impossible desert...and then 
the hike.Up...down...up.. Canyons. 
Boulders. Mountains. Four hours 
later, the sun already set, | crawled 
into. camp too tired to eat and in too 
much pain to socialize with an excit- 
ed bunch of girls. 

The rest of the week was equally 
challenging. Cold, torrential rain 
swept the area for five days. With 
only a tarp as my shelter, hypother- 
mia became my worst enemy. I was 
grossly unprepared. Isn’t it hot in 
Arizona in May? It was so cold that 
i shivered all night, not sleeping. 
Svery night felt like a year. Every 
day was filled with a long, blistery 
hike. We drank brown water out of 
mud holes where cows had bathed 
and leaches swarmed. More than 
once I drank a canteen of water to 
find mosquito larvae swimming in 
the bettom. 

Buf by the time the week had 
gone, and 1 was sitting in a truck 
munching on corn chips (REAL 
FOOD!) getting hauled to civiliza- 
fon, it didn’t take long for me to be 
eaxious to go back on the trail. The 
spirit of the Anasazi program 
entered my heart, and | fell in love 
with the students as I toughened up. 
Miraculously, they hired me as a 
irail walker that summer. For the 
rest of the summer | spent 15 days

in the wilderness and 6 days in the 
city. I loved it so much that I went 
back the following two summers. 

There’s something about hard core 
hiking that makes a person feel 
invincible. After hiking down an 
impossible-looking canyon, or up a 
never-ending mountain and carrying 
my world on my back, wrapped up 
in an army issue sleeping bag cover, 
while looking at the beautiful cre- 
ation around me, what more could I 
ask for in life? (Other than a 
Snickers bar and a bath?) 

One morning | woke up to find a 
cow’s nose in my face, sniffing me 
suspiciously. Another time, a stu- 
dent woke up with a rattle snake in 
her bed. I once suffered itchy, mis- 
erable poison ivy in my blood 
stream for nearly two months. I fell 
off a cliff when | was helping a stu- 
dent who was hyperventilating on 
top of a mountain because she was 
too scared to find a way down. I suf- 
fered broken bones, crippling blis- 
ters, chigger bites, scratches, 
scrapes, bruises and permanent 
scars. It was challenging, but worth 
every step. 

1 wondered if the students felt the 
same. Often, parents would fell their 
child they're being sent to a “sum- 
mer camp” or another rehab center. 
The student would have no idea that 
he/she was going to spend the next 
six to twelve weeks out in the 
wilderness, hiking 50 miles a week 


and growing to love rice and lentils 
from the food pack. Students often 
felt bitter resentment toward their 
parents for sending them. An inter- 
nal war with oneself is a hard battle 
to fight. 

As students learn the purpose of 
the program, however, resentment 
melts into acceptance of circum- 
stances, which evolves into a desire 
to change. The program is based on 
LDS gospel principles, combined 
with learning the skills of the 
ancient Anasazi Indians. Although 
students learn independence from 
cooking their own meals and setting 
up shelters, it promotes interdepen- 
dence with others. 

“The physical survival aspect of 
the program helps them put their 
arm around their world,’ said Mike 
Merchant, Anasazi Foundation chief 
administrator. 

The instructors don’t force the stu- 
dents to do anything. The program 
is based on choices and conse- 
quences. For instance, if a student 
chooses not to put up a shelter in the 
rain, he/she gets wet. Nothing is 
contrived or confrontational. If one 
person doesn’t want to hike, nobody 
else in the group hikes. However, 
guilt or peer pressure usually influ- 
ences a person to hike. 

“Nature is a moral environment,” 
Merchant said. “The wilderness 
offers a great opportunity to make 
changes because the student is free 
from the clutter and pressures 
they re facing at home and school.” 

This is true for the instructors also, 
who often feel they have become 
better people for having had the 
Anasazi wilderness experience. Part 
of an instructor’s job is to give love 
freely and unconditionally, some- 
thing the student usually doesn’t get 
at home. 

“This gives parents and children a 
chance to start fresh,” Merchant 
said. 

When students are ready to go 
home, their parents spend the last 
three days with them in their own 
“solo” camp. Students can demon- 
strate ancient Indian wilderness 
skills and a new love for life, family 
and God. The parent-child reunion 
is a sweet ending to a long journey.

People risk their lives these days to 
have fun, and they can do it right 
within the bounds of Provo. 

The Rock Garden, an indoor climb- 
ing center on 22 S. Freedom Blvd., 
took a different turn when it set up 
shop. They “Experience the Vertical,” 
as their ad slogan says. 

“You're putting yourself at risk,” 
said Kevin Bradburn, who works at 
the store. “But every time you get ina 
car you put yourself at risk. People do 
ihat every day.” 

Ciumbing at The Rock Garden is not 
the real thing, but it’s close enough 
that it gathers a devoted following. 

“Indoor climbing is no substitute for 
real climbing,” Bradburn said. “We 
are a controlled environment. There 
are no falling rocks, no wind and no 
rain.” 

Bradburn is a 1994 BYU graduate 
from Concord, Calif., who majored in 
economics. 

He said the store gets a wide range 
of customers, a lot of whom are stu- 
den s from BYU and Utah Valley 
State College.

Extreme sports involve inherent 
risks that cannot be eliminated. 

The same elements that contribute 
to the unique character of high-risk 
sports can cause accidental injury. ill- 
ness. Or in some cases. permanent 
trauma or death. 

“Learn to play Russian roulette safe- 
ly.” said Doug Hansen. a teacher of 
high-risk survival from Hansen 
Mountaineering Inc. Although he 
admitted that may seem like a contra- 
diction. he said there are methods to 
take risks reasonably. 

People need to realize there are risks 
and be willing to assume them. said 
Robb Lund of Action Whitewater 
Adventures. Because of potential haz- 
ards. signed liability waivers are 
required from each participant. even 
though Action Whitewater 
Adventures’ safety record has been 
the envy of the river running industry. 
Lund said. 

~The waiver is our first basic cau- 
tion to the participants.” said Randy 
Nate of SportTek. “We also give them 
specific instruction concerning the 
equipment used.” 

In addition to measures of warning 
and refreshing basic rules, Nate said 
he also recommends first-aid training. 
and river rescue training before 
attempting certain high-risk activities. 

~The extent of extreme sports” haz- 
ards depend on the approach of the 
participant.” Hansen said. “The sports 
must be approached through knowl- 
edge and skill. not ignorance or cocki- 
ness. 

“Knowledge and experience are 
key.” agreed Jeremy Brown of The 
Rock Garden. “The hazards are limit- 
ed greatly if you know what you are 
doing and you're not being stupid.” 

Before attempting any extreme 
sport. Hansen suggests studying the 
following equation: (A+P) x I = High- 
Risk. The A stands for attitude and 
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awareness of risks you can prevent or 


minimize. The P represents mental. 
physical and spiritual preparedness. 

Both the A and P are in parenthesis 
because they are steps that should be 
taken prior to attempting a high-risk 
sport. The | stands for improvisation. 
the ability to keep your mind open to 
anything that might save your life. 
said Hansen. When you have the pre- 
requisites of the equation. you are 
ready for high-risk. 

“People know accidents happen. but 
they don't really know. Everyone 
thinks they are an exception.” Hansen 
said. “Some people do get lucky. But 
some don t.~

I have always prided myself on 
being a skillful and savvy out- 
doorsperson. I was raised in a family 
where interactions with nature were 
frequent and highly enjoyable. 
Looking back, however, I realize that 
the reason J never had any seriously 
troubling outdoor adventures before [ 
came to college was because my dad 
always made sure that we were pre- 
pared, and that no matter what danger 
we encountered we were ready to deal 
with it. 

Because of my stupidity, and in the 
absence of my father’s Boy Scout-like 
preparedness, I have encountered 
death multiple times in the four short 
years that I have been at this universi- 
ty. From mountain biking mishaps to 
less than enjoyable hiking experi- 
ences, I have over 100 great party sto- 
ries guaranteed to make everyone 
laugh and to make me wince in agony 
over having to relive those embarrass- 
ing and death-defying experiences. 

I used to think I was just an extreme 
sportsperson, willing to stare death in 
the face if it meant a great adventure. 
Then I began to think I was just 
jinxed. I mean, how could one person 
get into so much trouble, have so 
many bad experiences, if she wasn’t 
predestined to live a life of danger 
and near escapes? 

Then one day this summer, as I was 
icing my shoulder and complaining 
about my bad luck (I had just returned 
from the hospital, where they 
informed me that I tore the ligaments 
in my shoulder while mountain bik- 
ing), it hit me — maybe I am not 
jinxed, maybe I am just an idiot who 
ventures highly unprepared into the 
great outdoors. 

I am sure that most people who 
know me and who have been on out- 
door excursions with me would agree. 
Unforgettable was the time my friend 
Matt and | headed out on a early 
morning mountain hike with nothing 
but his big, bulky camera equipment 
— no water, no food and no emer- 
gency supplies. We had even forgot- 
ten, in our rush to get going, to eat 
breakfast. 

Six hours later, after having hiked 
four miles in knee-deep snow and ice, 
we returned home exhausted, fam- 
ished and mutilated. Never again, I 
vowed, would I go hiking without all 
the basic necessities. Of course, that 
is usually how all of my hikes and 
other outdoor nightmares end, with

me promising myself that I would 
never be that dumb again. 

My hike with Matt was reminiscent 
of the hike that every one of the 33 
people I studied abroad with in 1993 
will remember. What started out a fun 
weekend excursion for three girls in 
the mountains of the Czech Republic 
ended up an unforgettable rendezvous 
with a large, machine-gun-toting 
Polish border guard. But I think the 
worst part about the whole experience 
was returning home to Prague and 
being forced to relive the experience 
over 50 times, having to explain it to 
everyone on study abroad as well as 
friends and family who demanded to 
hear the details of our “invasion” of 
Poland. 

It all started innocently enough. My 
friends Mejken and April decided that 
we should take a female bonding trip 
into the mountains of the Czech 
Republic. We borrowed a travel guide 
from our director and found what we 
believed would be the hike of a life- 
time. The guide detailed the splendor 
and glory of this 9 mile “jaunt” that 
would take us through the most beau- 
tiful areas of the jointly owned Polish- 
Czech biosphere reserve. The book 
said that it was do-able in a day and 
was highly recommended. So, wast- 
ing no time, we packed our bags and 
headed to the mountains. 

It was a little crisp and winter-like 
the morning we began our hike, but 
we were excited and, like idiots, dis- 
regarded the weather and the fact that 
the light durable clothing we had 
worn might not be enough. I remem- 
ber arriving at the point where the 
adventure was to begin and having 
my heart sink at the sight of the tight- 
ly-locked gate that:seemed to spell 


“no entrance.” 

The tram, which was to take us up 
the mountain to the point where the 
travel-guide hike was to begin, 
seemed to be shut down for the sea- 
son. My friend Mejken, however, was 
not so sure that the shut down tram 
meant that the hike had been closed 
for the season. “No,” she said defiant- 
ly to my suggestion that we were not 
going to ve able to do the hike, “I’m 
sure it’s just broken. Lets just hike up 
the path the tram takes.” 

It was then that the stupidity sirens 
should have sounded, but wanting to 
get out into nature I grudgingly 
agreed to give it a try. It should have 
at least crossed my mind that they 
don’t just build trams for lazy peo- 
ple’s convenience. The hike up to the 
mountain face was one of the most 
horrible I have ever taken. It was 
steep, rocky and in _ places 
unclimbable. I can count more than 
one occasion when we were on our 
hands and knees crawling up the 
mountain. To top things off, about 
half-way up the mountain, when it 
seemed to late to turn back, it started 
to hail and snow. 

After an hour and a half of strenu- 
ous hiking, we finally reached the 
point where the travel-guide hike was 
to begin. We were exhausted, wet and 
maybe even a little frostbitten. We 
then preceded to climb to the top of 
the mountain, as it continued to snow 
and hail on us. About | p.m. we 
reached the summit and were more 
than disgusted at Mejken when we 
discovered that all of the lodges and 
restaurants that were located on the 
top of the mountain, where we had 
planned to re-fuel before we began 
the descent back down to our hotel, 
were closed for the season. All 
Mejken could say was, “I guess that 
the tram was closed and not broken.” 

Bitterly, we decided that we would 
just have to rush home and try to 
make it without collapsing from star- 
vation. But just as April and I began 
our tirade about how this was ali 
Mejken’s fault, we happened upon a 
small restaurant that was open. We 
went inside and grabbed something to 
eat, and then asked the owner how to 
get back to the town we started from. 
He restated numerous times the 
importance of taking the left hand 
trail at the fork in the road that lay 
just beyond the restaurant. Over and 
over again, he told us that the left 
hand-side would take us to the Czech 
Republic and the right hand-side 
would take us to Poland.

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bikers. Inside are ramps to maneuver 
on, some as high as fifteen feet. 

“It’s like a family here,” said John 
Bethers, owner of the arena. “It’s an 
easy place for kids to hang out to get 
away from the police.” 

Bethers said he doesn’t allow drugs, 
alcohol or smoking in the park, how- 
ever. 

“We try to promote a good atmos- 
phere for kids,” he said. 

Bethers competes on a national level 
in bike championships. He does tech- 
nical moves that can only be done on 
a certain kind of bike. 

“Anything (a blader) can do, I can 
do higher,” he said. 

He opened the park over a year ago 
with $4500 he saved to go back East. 
He named the park Lumberyard after 
a “cheesy” bicycle movie. 

“Some friends in high places told 
me to start a business here,” he said. 

Bethers has had trouble with the city 
because the park is zoned for light 
manufacturing. 

“People at the city turn their heads 
because their kids skate here,” he 
said. In order to be legal, he has to 
pay a fee and get passed by the com- 
munity. 

“I don’t know why they’d care,” he 
said. “We’ve already been here for 


over a year.” 
The Lumberyard suffered damage 
from a fire on Sept. 11, which made 


them postpone a local skating compe- 
tition. Bethers said he lost a lot of 
money from it. 

The Lumberyard reopened last 
Thursday, although not all the lights 
work and the park still smells faintly 
of smoke. 

The store is in danger of closing 
because of the lack of money, but that 
might be to their advantage because 
then they could relocate and make it 
better, he said. Bethers said he wants 
to stay in Provo because of its “family 
atmosphere.” 

The skating competition has been 
rescheduled for Oct. 27 
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So after defrosting and refueling, we 
took off for home, or so we thought. 
As we approached the fork in the road 
we noticed that a very large man, car- 
rying a very large gun, seemed to be 
guarding the fork. As we passed him 
we smiled innocently and I even said 
“Hi.” However, we hadn’t walked 
more than 20 feet down the left fork 
of the trail when he began yelling at 
us in some identifiable language, 
which we later decided to be Polish. 
At first we all just stood there staring 
at him, stunned that he was screaming 
at us after we had been so obviously 
friendly. 

After the initial shock wore off we 
slowly walked back towards him, 
keeping our eyes on his gun. When 
we got back to where he stood he 
began to motion down the right fork 
of the trail, as if that was where we 
belonged and not on the left-hand 
side. 

“No, we need to go there,” I kept 
saying defiantly, hoping that he would 
understand. However, he refused to 
allow us down the left hand side of 
the trail and after 20 minutes of grov- 
eling and whimpering, we decided 
that we might as well just head into 
Poland and take a bus over the border 
in the morning. However, just wanting 
to get somewhere warm and familiar 
we failed to consider the implications 
of crossing the Polish border without 
getting an entrance stamp on our 
passport. 

It took another 2 hours of hiking in 
virtual darkness before we reached 
the small Polish town of Karpac. By 
the time we reached the town we were 
dehydrated, frozen and barely able to 
stand. It was amazing that we all 
arrived in one piece. It took another 
three hours to find someone who 
spoke English and have him help us 
convince the border patrol that we 
hadn’t purposely entered the country 
illegally. I think he summed the situa- 
tion up perfectly by telling them that 
we were just a bunch of naive 
American girls who took a very 
wrong turn on a very disastrous 
adventure. 

Once again, I found myself promis- 
ing that I would never take off on a 
hike, no matter how easy, without the 
necessary supplies. Of course, when 
the next time rolled around the most 
painful memories had passed and I, 
once again, headed off unprepared on 
an extreme adventure, not made 
extreme by its strenuousness but 
instead by my own stupidity!

Israel, PLO agree to sign 
West Bank peace accord

TABA, Egypt — After all-night 
talks, a shouting match and an angry 
walkout by Yasser Arafat, Israel and 
the PLO agreed Sunday to sign a pact 
at the White House ending nearly 
three decades of Israeli occupation of 
West Bank cities. 

The agreement, the second phase of 
the 1993 Israel-PLO peace treaty, was 
hailed by Palestinian leaders as a 
major step toward their own state. 
Other Palestinians said it gave them 
too little, and militant Jewish settlers 
vowed to do anything necessary to 
scuttle it. 

The 460-page pact allows for 
Palestinian self-rule in 30 percent of 
the West Bank - containing most of its 
Arab population - after a step-by-step 
Israeli pullout. Israel has occupied the 
lands since the 1967 Mideast War. 

The accord was initialed in Taba, an 
Egyptian resort on the Red Sea, by 
the chief negotiators, Ahmed Qureia 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Israel’s Uri Savir, 
just before the Jewish New Year holi- 
day. The signing in Washington is set 
for Thursday. 

“We will work so that this new year 
will be a real year of peace,” said 
Arafat, the PLO chairman. “This 
agreement will open the door for a 
better future ... to create a new Middle 
East of security and peace.” 

The agreement followed nightlong 
talks that capped more than 80 hours 
of tense negotiations. Earlier Sunday, 
a shouting match erupted between 
Arafat and Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres and Arafat stormed out. 

Arafat was angry that Israel refused 
to expand the borders of the self-rule 
enclave in Jericho. There were also 
reports he wanted a more specific 
timetable for the release of about 
5,000 Palestinians in Israeli jails. 

But Arafat relented after Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
promised to discuss the prisoner issue 
in Washington before Thursday’s 
signing, Palestinian sources said. 
Other officials said talks got back on 
track after intervention by U.S. 
Mideast coordinator Dennis Ross and 
Egyptian officials. 

Peres called the accord “history in 
the real meaning of the word.” 

“It is a tremendous attempt to bring 
people that were born in the same cra- 
dle, who were fighting on the same 
fronts, to agree on a new future,” he 
said. 

President Clinton called the agree- 
ment “a big step on the road to a just 
and lasting peace in the Middle East” 
and added he would gladly host a 
signing ceremony at the White House.
